Athletics  Programs  for  More 
Than  65,000  Student-Athletes 


hroughout  its  history,  the  National  Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics  (NAIA)  has  provided  strong 
leadership  for  all  aspects  of  intercollegiate  sports.  Since  its  introduction  of  intercollegiate  championship 
basketball  in  1937,  the  NAIA  has  maintained  the  highest  standards  while  administering  first-rate 
athletics  programs. 

Time  and  time  again,  the  NAIA  has  stepped  forward  to  address  the  important  issues  of  the  day  — be  it  racial 
integration  in  the  ’40s  and  ’50s  or  establishing  the  first  women’s  championship  program  in  1980.  The  NAIA  has  not 
been  afraid  to  enact  changes  while  others  have  watched  and  waited. 

In  the  past  decade,  presidents  of  the  NAIA  colleges  and  universities  have  assumed  a position  of  responsible 
leadership.  The  NAIA’s  Council  of  Presidents,  the  organization’s  primary  governing  body,  is  comprised  of  32  college 
and  university  presidents  from  all  regions  of  the  United  States. 

With  its  major  emphasis  on  educational  development,  it  was  natural  for  the  NAIA  to  further  strengthen 
academic  eligibility  requirements  in  the  mid-’80s.  All  NAIA  participating  student-athletes  must  maintain  a certain 
grade-point-average  (GPA)  while  accumulating  credit  hours  for  a declared  academic  degree.  Unlike  other 
associations,  NAIA  student-athlete  academic  eligibility  is  monitored  on  a semester-by-semester  basis. 


The  All-America  Scholar-Athlete  program,  a long-standing  NAIA  tradition,  recognizes  junior  and  senior 


student-athletes  with  a minimum  cumulative  GPA  of  3.5  (on  a 

4.0  scale).  This  past  year,  over  700  NAIA  student-athletes  were 
so  honored,  representing  225  member  institutions. 

Since  1937,  the  NAIA  has  administered  athletics 
programs  and  championships  in  proper  balance  with  the 
overall  collegiate  educational  experience.  Serving  higher 
education  in  this  manner  is  a responsibility  the  NAIA  does  not 
take  lightly.  It  is  a relationship  built  on  confidence  and  trust  — 
a relationship  strengthened  year  after  year.  The  future  of

1927  Athletics  are 
encouraged  but  are  not 
allowed  to  interfere  with 
regular  scholastic  work. 
Horseback  riding,  hockey, 
archery,  tennis,  and 
basketball  are  among  the 
forms  of  exercise  provided 
by  St.  Teresa  College, 

Avila's  predecessor. 

1969  Avila  becomes  fully 
coeducational,  admitting 
male  students  on  a full- 
time basis. 

1972  Avila  alumni  organize 
their  first  major  homecoming 
activity.  Male  students  live  on 
campus  for  the  first  time. 

1974  The  college  launches 
a men's  basketball  program. 

1975  Avila  introduces 
intercollegiate,  intramural, 
and  recreational  sports 
programs.  A recreation 
field  is  built  and  parking 
lots  are  expanded. 

1976  Avila  begins  a major 
fund  drive  for  the  construction 
of  a new  library,  builds  four 
tennis  courts,  and  hires  a full- 
time director  of  continuing 
education. 

1977  Men'  s soccer  started 
with  1 7 freshmen  and  two 
transfer  students.  They  reach 
district  playoffs. 

1978  The  Mabee 
Foundation  offers  Avila 
a $500,000  challenge 
grant  for  construction  of 
a new  fieldhouse. 

1980  Mabee  Fieldhouse 
construction  is  completed. 

1982  Avila'  s soccer  team 
advances  to  the  NAIA 
division-four  championship 
and  finishes  fourth  in  the 
country.  Bill  Warris,  Jackson 
County  executive  and  former 
men's  basketball  coach,  is  the

first  person  to  be  inducted 
into  the  Avila  Athletic  Hall 
of  Fame. 

1984  The  Alumni 
Association  sponsors  the  first 
Avila  College  Golf  Classic. 
Tom  Lease  replaces  Lynn 
Cupkie  as  dean  of  students. 

1985  The  college  begins 
an  eight-month  presidential 
search  when  Sister  Olive 
Louise  Dallavis  leaves  the 
presidency  to  work  in  the 
Advancement  Office  as 
president  emerita. 

On  November  1 , Dr.  Larry 
Kramer  takes  the  top  post, 
becoming  Avila  College's  first 
male  lay  president.  Scott 
Royal-Ferris  is  named  athletic 
director  and  head  coach  for 
men's  soccer. 

1986  The  evaluation 
team  for  the  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools  extends 
Avila's  accreditation  amid 
glowing  remarks  about  the 
college's  "hard-working 
faculty. ..effective  presidential 
leadership. . . faculty  committed 
to  give  extensively  of  their  time 
and  energy. " 

1989  The  Avila  College 
Heritage  Club  is  founded  to 
recognize  alumni  and  friends 
who  make  provisions  for  a 
planned  gift  to  the  college. 
Women's  softball  and  men's 


baseball  are  added  to  the 
athletic  programs.  Joan  Ice 
(softball)  and  Dave  Klein 
(baseball)  are  hired  as  the 
first  coaches  of  their 
respective  programs. 

1990  By  popular  vote, 
"Eagles"  replaces 
"Avalanche"  as  the  official 
school  mascot.  A new  college 
logo  is  also  unveiled  and 
wins  a national  design 
award.  Mark  Tobin  is  hired  to 
serve  as  athletic  director  and 


head  coach  for  baseball 
while  Dave  Klein  continues  as 
an  assistant  coach. 

1991  The  Thomas  R.  Zarda 
Family  Athletic  Complex  is 
dedicated  in  honor  of  the 
successful  area  businessman 
and  chairman  of  the  Avila 
College  Board  of  Trustees. 


The  versatile  sports  area 
includes  softball,  soccer, 
and  baseball  fields. 

1992  Carl  Clapp  is  hired  as 
Avila  College's  first  full-time 
director  of  athletics.  Prior  to 
Clapp's  appointment,  the 
director  also  shared  coaching 
responsibilities. 

1994  Women's  soccer 
team  formed  and  reaches 
district  playoffs. 

The  baseball  team  beats  arch- 
rival Rockhurst  College  in  the 
District  16  championship 
gaining  a berth  in  the 
Midwest  Regional  where  they 
lose  the  championship  game 
to  St.  Ambrose  College. 

On  Tuesday,  April  5,  1994 
Avila  College  becomes  a 
charter  member  of  the 
Midlands  Collegiate  Athletic 
Conference  (MCAC). 


1995  The  volleyball  team 
comes  back  from  two  sets 
down  to  defeat  regular 
season  conference  champion 
Kansas  Newman  and  wins  the 
first-ever  MCAC  tournament. 
The  stunning  victory  earned 
the  Eagles  a berth  in  the 
NAIA  Midwest  Regional.

1994  SEASON  REVIEW 

The  1 994  volleyball  season  was 
the  most  successful  ever  for  the 
Eagles.  Nationally  recognized 
accomplishments  included  Michelle 
Turner  who  was  the  third  rated 
passer  and  14th  rated  defensive 
player,  and  Avila  graduate  Brandie 
Antoniello  who  was  the  eigth  rated 
passer  and  fifth  rated  defensive 
player.  Also,  Avila  graduate  Stacy 
Street  was  selected  as  an  NAIA 
Scholar  Athlete.  The  season  almost 
ended  abruptly  during  the  MCAC 
championship  tournament  final,  but 
the  Avila  Eagles  came  back,  won 


three  straight  games,  and  earned 
the  MCAC  Tournament 
Championship  title.  The  victory  over 
Kansas  Newman  in  the  conference 
tournament  allowed  the  Eagles  to 
advance  to  the  NAIA  Midwest 
Regional  Tournament.  They  lost  in 
the  quarterfinals  to  Rockhurst 
College,  who  went  on  to  represent 
the  NAIA  Midwest  Region  at  the 
national  tournament. 

With  returning  players  like  Diana 
Block,  Michelle  Turner,  Kerry  Ewing, 
and  Paulette  Limback,  Head  Coach 
Jason  Smith  looks  forward  to 


having  another  successful  season. 
Smith,  who  served  as  the  assistant 
volleyball  coach  last  year  said, 
"We  aim  to  be  at  the  top  of  the 
conference  again.  We  also  aim 
to  better  ourselves  in  the  region 
because  regionals  is  the  road  to 
nationals."
